plete specimen of a mammoth incased 
in ice had been discovered 
by VV. 
E. 
Thomas on Cleary creek. 
Mr. Chilberg investigated, and learn­ 
ed that the specimen was 
practically 
perfect, the flesh and hide being intact 
except in one small place, which the 
melting ice had exposed, where some 
animal had eaten away a portion of 
the tlesh. 
Aside from the small hole in its 
back, the animal 
was 
in 
excellent 
shape. 
It is probably the finest ex­ 
ample of the preservative powers of 
cold storage extant, for the animal got 
caught long before people knew even 
how to keep ice 
during the 
summer 
months. 
President Chilberg learned also that 
the mastodon could be removed from 
the ice, preserved and shipped to Se­ 
attle a t comparatively small cost. 
It was too late then to semi a crew 
of men to p re se rv e the specimen, but 
there was present the consolation that 
the approaching cold weather would 
freeze it solidly and no harm could 
come to it until next summer. 
Early next season Prof. Trevor Kin 
(•aid, the zoologist of the University of 
Washington, will he sent into the in­ 
terior of the northland to save every 
particle of the creature possible. 
The 
job of preserving the monster will bo 
a big one for some taxidermist.

berry. 
Recently Prof. Sandston, of Wiscon- j 
sin, has demonstrated that the use of j 
excessive quantities of fertilizers ex- ;

It appears, says Coun­ 
try Life in America, that the plants re­ 
act differently to overfeeding. 
Some 
are dwarfed, some greatly elongated, 
some lie flat upon the ground and in 
many the flowers and fruits are very 
abnormal.

tomatoes 
were 
grown. 
One type produced a large, 
solid tomato, while the other bore fruit 
not larger than a walnut.

It 
would bind the Terltory of Oklahoma 
to stand the expense of the entire 
state election. 
Otherwise each coun­ 
ty must stand its own expense. 
The 
Territory of Oklahoma has no funds 
on hand for this expense, and in the 
newly organized counties of Indian 
Territory there are no funds whatever.

Scientists Say Appetite for Sweets and 
Alcohol are Similar. 
Philadelphia, P., Ang. ll.—Dr. A. C. 
Abbott, chief of th© bornan of health 
has announced that he believes that 
the appetite for candy and alcohol are 
fundamentally the same, and by a de­ 
velopment of a candy taste people 
could be fortified against a craving 
for rum, and that, in pursuance of his 
theory, he had been feeding his three 
children each day on a regular allow­ 
ance of sweets. 
Dr. Chalmers de Costa of Jefferson

nounced more like that of a straw ­ 
berry. 
Rec* ntly Prof. Sandston, of Wiscon­ 
sin, has demonstrated that tile use of 
excessive quantities of fertilizers ex­ 
ercises a truly rem arkable effect upon 
tomato plants. 
Ii appears, says Coun­ 
try Life in America, that Fie plants re­ 
act differently to overfeeding. 
Some 
are dwarfed, rome greatly elongated. 
some lie flat upon the ground and in 
I many the flowers and fruits are very 
abnormal. 
On two different types of plants thus 
produced 
seedless 
tomatoes 
were 
grown. 
One type produced a large. 
solid tomato, while the other bore fruit 
not la r g e r than a walnut. 
Both types 
come true when propagated from e a ­ 
tings. 
Several other plants were obtained 
which produced fruits of an interm edi­ 
ate character, with few er seeds than 
in normal tomatoes and irregularly dis­ 
tributed. 
Prof. Sandston does not con­ 
sider either type of seedless tomato 
commercially valuable at present, but 
they may become so.

nance provides that the Territorial 
Fiction Board, composed of Governor 
Frantz, ex-officio;

braith of Ada, democrat, and John A. 
Threadgill of Oklahoma City, republi­ 
can. shall make all the prepertations 
for the election, furnishing all the bal­ 
lots, booths and all election furnish­ 
ings. 
The Territorial Election Board 
on the other hand provides that these 
matters shall be attended to by the 
clerk of each seperate county. 
It is 
this conflict upon which Cromwell and 
Elkins are working to arrive at a de­ 
cision. 
In case the Election Board of Okla­ 
homa must furnish all 
supplies, 
it 
would bind the Teritory of Oklahoma 
to stand the expense of the entire 
state election. 
Otherwise each coun­ 
ty must stand its own expense. 
The 
Territory of Oklahoma has no funds 
on hand for this expense, and in the 
newly organized counties of Indian 
Territory there are no funds whatever 
The constitutional convention in tile 
election ordinance provided clerks and 
commisioners for all newly organized 
counties.

Philadelphia, P., Aug. ll,—Dr. A. C. 
Abbott, chief of the bureau of health 
has announced that he believes that 
the appetite for candy and alcohol are 
fundamentally the same, and by a de­ 
velopment of a candy taste people 
could be fortified against a craving 
for rum, and that, in pursuance of his 
theory, he had been feeding his three 
children each day on a regular allow­ 
ance of sweets.
